Eight injured in devastating security zone blast 


Car bomb kills 7 IDF soldiers 


By DAVID RUDGE 
METULLA -- Seven IDF soldiers were killed and eight 
others wounded in an apparent suicide car-bomb at- 
tack by the radical Shi'ite Hizbullah in the South 
Lebanon security zone yesterday afternoon. 

Two Lebanese women, apparently returning home 
after working in Israel, were also wounded in the blast. 
They were treated at the scene, along with the other 
wounded, by teams of civilian and army medics. 

The wounded were later evacuated by helicopters, 
the more serious ones to Rambam Hospital in Haifa 
and others to Safad Hospital. 

The franian-backed “Islamic Resistance, a pseudonymn 
for the Hizbullah, said in statements to the Lebanese media 
that one of its men had carried ont the attack as a “gift” to the 
uprising in the territories. - 

The explosion occurred at about 1:30 at a car park almost 
opposite the Good Fence border crossing, about 300 metres 
from Metulla itself. A convoy of jeeps and a van had gath- 
ered at the site when, it is believed, the car bomber drew up 
alongside and detonated the device, killing himself in the 
process. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, Chief of General Staff 
Dan Shomron and OC Northern Command Yossi Peled 
visited the scene shortly after the blast. 

Rabin, looking deeply shocked, declined to answer report- 
ers’ questions and drove off. 

' An attack had been expected in this area for some time, 
and an investigation is under way to discover how the car 
entered the security zone. 

Shomron described the attack as a “painful blow.” but 
stressed that the IDF would continue guarding the border 


“Similar terrorist attacks were planned in the past, and we 
managed to prevent them,” said Shomron. 

At a press conference shortly after the attack. Peled said 
the immediate tol] was five dead (two others died later) and 
several wounded. 


The IDF spokesman last night gave the names of five of the 
dead. They are:

A fourth 
is in the plastic surgey ward afer sustaining light wounds. 
‘The four other wounded soldiers, all lightly wounded, are 
being treated in Safed Hospital. 


He said it still wasn’t clear how the biast had occurred. 
although Lebanese radio reports said the car had contained 
150 kilograms of explosives. 

The IDF convoy comprised soldiers from several units. 
Four vehicles had reached the car park from one direction 


From initial inquiries. it appeared that the booby-tray 
car had not been parked at the scene. neither had it closely 
followed the vehicles. 

‘What appears to have happened was that as three vehicles 
pulled up, the car bomb arrived at the scenc. drew alongside 
the DDF vehicles and exploded. All seven IDF vehicles were 
damaged to a greater or lesser extent. said Peled. 

He said that eyewitnesses at the scene reported that the car 
bomb was totally destroyed in the blast; fragments were 
scattered around the area. This indicated a large amount of” 
explosives inside. 

it was possible, said Peled. that the booby-trapped car had- 
come from outside the security zone with the explosives in it. 
Alternatively. it could have been a vehicle from inside the . 
zone that was fitted with explosives. 

Peled noted that there were very strict controls at all the 
crossing points into the security zone from the north, which: 


- were commanded by South Lebanese Army troops under’ 


IDF supervision. There were Separate checks for heavy and’ 
light vehicles, and people wishing to enter the security zone‘ 
from the north had to go through a series of four rigorous - 
checks, which included showing their identification. 

The fact that the explosion accurred so close to the border’ 
emphasized the importance of the security zone, said Peled. - 
adding that most attempts te infiltrate the border were - 
stopped before terrorists could reach their objective. : 

He stressed that the security forces were making every’ 
effort to ensure that the security zone functioned properly, as” 
it had done until now. a 

Yesterday's attack could be seen as an attempt by the!

The smoke slowly cleared, revealing 
the grisly scene before him. 

“Within minutes ambulances be- 
gan to arrive, as did police and other 
soldiers. They started to give first 
aid to the wounded, while firemen

Labour sends rejection Peres undaunted by 


notice to leftist parties

for Peace and Equality (Hadash) 
and the Progressive List for Peace 
under any circumstances” and will 
“enter a coalition only with Zionist 
parties.” 


Labour campaign chairman Ezer 
Weizman’s statement on Monday 
that he would be in favour of a 
parliamentary bloc with Hadash and 
the PLP continued to make waves 
yesterday with the Likud accusing 
Labour that it does in fact intend to 
form a government with those two 
lists. 

Weizman had said in a debate 
with Likud's Moshe Arens that he 
would not form a coalition with Ha- 
dash and PLP, but would not op- 
pose having them in a majority par- 


liamentary bloc to prevent the 
Likud from forming a coalition. 

The Likud immediately issued a 
statement warning that Labour 
might be the first Israeli party to 
form a coalition relying on the sup- 
port of Hadash and the PLP. 

Likud spokesman Danny Nave 
yesterday accused Labour of cloud- 
ing the issue and avoiding a clear 
statement as to its intentions. 

In a letter to the Labour campaign 
staff, he reports that since Weiz- 
man's statement he has been 
flooded by queries from local and 
foreign journalists concerning Li- 
kud’s position if a government lean- 
ing on what he called “‘non-Zionist” 
parties should be formed. He asks 
the Labour activists to clarify wheth- 
er Weizman's statement expressed 
the party's position, “despite your 
attempts to conceal it. Otherwise, it 
is not clear how Weizman can con- 
tinue serving as Labour's campaign 
chairman.” 


PLP states conditions 
for supporting Labour

The Progressive List for Peace 
will support a Labour-led govern- 
ment only if it agrees to participate 
in an interntional conference “‘as de- 
fined by the UN General Assem- 
bly,” PLP MK Matityahu Peled said 
at a press conference in Tel Aviv 
yesterday. 

Peled said that the UN-defined 
international conference, with the 
“active participation of the five per- 
manent members of the Security 
Council,” would be different from 
that proposed by Shimon Peres, 
which Peres describes as a pon-coer- 
εἶνε “umbrella for direct 
negotiations. 

A second condition insisted upon 
by the PLP would be the passage of 
an anti-discrimination law, which, 
said Peled, “has been needed for a 
long time.” 

Peled said the PLP would join a 
no-confidence vote against any co- 
alition that did not adopt these prin- 
ciples, even one led by Labour. 


Referring to Labour's statement 
yesterday morning, that it would not 
form a coalition with the PLP and 
the DFPE, Peled said it was “nar- 
row-minded and short-sighted,” and 
speculated that it was intended to 
help Abdel Daroushe’s Arab Dem- 
ocratic Party, which has promised to 
join a Labour coalition. 

“There are clearly two different 
ways of thinking in the Labour Par- 
ty, and we will have to see which one 
prevails after the elections,” he said. 
“Labour members have asked for 
our support several times in the past 
year on matters that were important 
to them, and J imagine they have 
Soo that we are not so teri- 

16." 

Peled also said that the party will 
“take under advisement” the state- 
ment by several Supreme Court jus- 
tices on Tuesday — after the decision 
to allow the PLP to run -- that “dec- 
larations by some party members 
were inconsistent with the party's 
political programme.” 


Ethnic split and women 
come.to.the fore.as issues:

For some time I have been con- 
ducting one of those social surveys 
to determine what sections of the 
population are the targets of the 
massive propaganda campaigns con- 
ducted on television by the two ma- 
jor parties. For purposes of this sur- 
vey I asked a number of pre- 
determined questions of a random 
section of the viewers, consisting of 
one person, myself, answering the 
following criteria: male, Ashkenazi. 
a veteran immigrant from a Western 
country. 

According to this survey, the sam- 
ple interviewed believed that both 
the Labour Party and the Likud 
were aiming their programmes at 
voters falling into the following cate- 
gories: Sephardim, immigrants from 
the ‘50s, male, middle-class or blue 
collar workers with set jobs, ratio- 
nal, either secular or traditional 
without being aggressively Ortho- 
dox. I was developing a grievance 
on behalf of the women and the 
Ashkenazim. 

As if they had spies checking my 
survey, suddenly last night both the 
big parties went out of their way to 
woo women. The Labour Party pro- 
duced four women candidates for 
the Knesset, two Ashkenazi. one 
Sephardi and one Arab. to tell us all 


about their fights for women's 
rights. This was all right by me. 
Likud didn’t have a candidate for 
office, but at least they produced an 
“identifiable member of the public 


with an address, Dana Adam, a 
teacher, Ashkenazi, with two sons 
in the IDF. She is a very militant 
lady, indeed, and won't concede a 
centimetre for peace.

Boleslav Maikovskis, 83, was ar- 
rested at bis home in Muenster, 
Dortmund prosecutor Klaus 
Schacht said. Maikoyskis had ap- 
plied for political asylum in the Ger- 
man Federal Republic after flecing 
the U.S. last year. 

He had been living in Mineola, 
N.Y. since 1951. On Friday, the

3 Jewish scientists win 
Nobel Prize in physics 


STOCKHOLM - Leon Lederman 
and Melvin Schwartz of the U.S. 
and Jack Steinberger of Switzerland 
won the Nobel Prize in physics 
yesterday. 

The Royal Academy of Sciences 
also named three West Germans ~ 
Jobann Deisenbofer, Robert Huber 
and Hartmut Michel - as winners of 
the Nobel Prize in chemistry. The 
West Germans were cited “for the 
determination of the three-dimen- 
sional structure of a photo-synthetic 
reaction centre.” 

Each prize carries a cash award of 
$390,000 to be divided among the 
winners. 

The physics winners, all three of 
them Jewish, were cited for their 
work with neutrino beams. The an- 
nouncement said their work was car- 
Tied out in the 1960s and “opened 
entirely new opportunities for re- 
search into the innermost structure 
and dynamics of matter.” 


Neutrinos, the most common par- 
ticles in nature, are constituents of 
matter so tiny that they have “ghost- 
like” qualities that enable them to 
pass through any surface. 

“The contribution now awarded 
consisted among other things of 
transforming the ghostly neutrino 
into an active tool of research,” the 
announcement said. 

Bengt Nagel, secretary of the 
academy's physics committee, said 
the winners’ research had no known 
application, at least as yet. “There 
has been speculation that neutrino 
rays, could be used in oil explora- 
tion, but that probably is only sci- 
ence fiction,” he said. 

“Neutrinos are used to ‘x-ray* 
Protons and neutrons, just like ordi- 


nary x-rays, to give a picture inside 
of their centre.” said Gosta Ek- 
spong, president of the committee. 

Lederman. 66. is director at the 
Fermi National Accelerator Labora- 
tory in Batavia. Illinois. Schwartz, 
55, is a former professor at Stanford 
University and now president of 
Digital Pathways. Inc. in Mountain 
View, California. Steinberger, 67, 
was bom in Bad Kissingen, West 
Germany, and is a U.S. citizen. 

The three German chemistry lau- 
feates got the award for their work 
on photosynthesis, the process by 
which plants turn sunlight into or- 
ganic substances. The citation said 
that in 1982 Michel became the first 
person to obtain crystals of the pro- 
teins that convert energy in to- 
synthesis, ‘a condition for all life on 
earth.” 

Between 1982 and 1985 Deisen- 
hofer and Huber collaborated with 
Michel to use the crystals to work 
out the structure of the proteins, the 
citation said. “They are the first to 
succeed in unravelling the full de- 
tails of how a membrane-bound pro- 
tein is built up, revealing the struc- 
ture of the molecule atom by atom,” 
it said. 

“The protein is taken from a bac- 
terium which, like green plants and 
algae, uses light energy from the sun 
to build organic substances,” the ci- 
tation continued. “All our nourish- 
ment has its origin in this process.” 

Deisenhofer, 45, works at the 
Howard Hughes Medical Institute 
in Dallas; Huber, 51, at the Max 
Planck Institute for Biochemistry at 
Martinsried, near Munich, and Mi- 
chel, 40, is a division chief at the 
Max Planck Institute for Biophysics 
in Frankfurt.

‘French pilots flew under 
Iraqi colours in Gulf war’ 


PARIS (AFP) -- French Navy pilots flew under Iraqi colours between 
1983 and 1985 when Paris loaned Baghdad five Super-Etendard aircraft 
at the height of the Iran-Iraq war, the weekly Le Canard Enchaine 


reported yesterday. 


The French Defence Ministry had refused to comment Tuesday on the 
report by the satirical newspaper, famous for its intelligence scoops. 

The unmarked aircraft left the base at Landivisiau in western France 
on October 7, 1983, Le Canard said. The pilots carried no identity papers 
and were not in French uniforms. “For several months French pilots 
flew. always under Iraqi colours. and accompanied their pupils on 
missions always without (officer's) stripes and any identity papers.” 

The paper said it was “difficult to know” if the French “escorted their 
colleagues on operations,” but this could not be excluded. But it added 
that the Iraqis proved good pupils and were soon flying alone and 


attacking Iran. 


The French pilots were among about 30 French servicemen who lived 


in Iraq to train Iraqi fliers. 


“The Super-Etendard launches its Exocets (missiles) while 40 or 60 
kilometres from its target and then disappears. mostly without having 
been spotted.” But the aircraft is a single-seater and Le Canard did not 
specify on which planes the French pilots “accompanied™ the Lraqi fliers.

THE Tel Aviv District Court on Tuesday 
granted Koor a much needed breathing-space 
of 30 days to respond to the liquidation de- 
mand submitted last week by one of its major 
foreign creditors, New York’s Bankers Trust. 
The extention decision by Judge Eliyahu Win- 
ograd was desperately needed by Israel's larg- 
est industrial conglomerate to allow all those 
involved in the affair to reconsider their atti- 
tude towards the Koor crisis. 

The court’s decision was probably made 
easier by the fact that a group of leading 
Austrian banks had decided earlier this week 
to fight the Bankers Trust move. It submitted 
an affidavit to the Tel Aviv District Court, 
stating that under present circumstances there 
was no place for calling for the liquidation of 
Koor. Instead, the company's creditors 
should bear responsibility for Koor's contin- 
ued recovery, albeit under the supervision of 
the banks and by a party to be appointed by 
the court, the Austrian banks held. 

The Vienna-based banks also firmly op- 
posed Bankers Trust's attempt to be granted 
preferred status over all of Koor's other credi- 
tors, stating in their affidavit that all of the 
company’s collateral should be divided among 
the various banks in proportion to their re- 
spective share of the debt. Their surprise 
move helped Koor’s beleaguered managing 
director Benny Gaon to stave off the attack of 
Bankers Trust, at least for the time being. His 
assessment that the majority of the creditor 
banks had realized that Koor as a going con- 
cern is worth more than a company under 
liquidation or in receivership, seems to have 
been correct. That, despite the fact that the 
Austrian banks reserved their right eventually 
to submit an application for the conglomer- 
ate’s liquidation, should they deem it 
necessary. 

The fact that the 30-day extention will take 
Koor well beyond election day can only prove 
to be helpful to attempts to resolve the crisis, 
but not to Bankers Trust. Koor's respite al- 
lows all the involved parties, namely the heads 
of Koor themselves, Hevrat Ha'ovdim, the 
banks, the government, the Bank of Israel 
and Bankers Trust, as well as other foreign 
banks. to carefully explore all possibilities for 
a reasonable solution, but this time without 
the elections being used as a dominant factor. 

Koor is too big and too crucial a company to 
be ignored by the government. There was a 
similar situation five years ago, when the cabj-

Armed with the bank shares experience, the 
government is prepared to help Koor, albeit 
setting tougher conditions now than those im- 
posed on the banks at the time.

With 
more realistic and moderate profits, the banks 
would not have to do battle with their employ- 
ees, causing branches to close, as has been the 
case during the last few days. Bank employees 
are simply setting their sights on these imagi- 
nary profits.

LONDON - Surprisingly little 
world attention is being paid to the 
deepening and dangerous wagedy 
unfolding in Ethiopia where a revo- 
lutionary. leadership finds itself 
baulked by popular resistance 
movements.

Return to international terror 


SUMMING UP their study of The 
International Dimension of Palestin- 
ian Terrorism (published recently by 
Hakibbutz Hameuhad), Ariel Mer- 
ari and Shlomi Elad concluded that 
the PLO has scarcely any other op- 
tion but to resume terrorist acts on 
European soil. 


The argument of the researchers, 
who are with the Jaffee Centre for 
Strategic Studies, is simple. The 
PLO from its inception has been on 
the outlook for a territorial base. 
Egypt looked promising at first, but 
when hope from that quarter pe- 
tered out, Jordan looked even bet- 
ter. 


But King Hussein soon realized 
that a Palestinian “state within ἃ 
state” was.dangerous for Amman, 
and he kicked the PLO out with 
brutality. “The first terrorist acts of 
the PLO on the international scene 
were directed against Jordan, not 
against Israel or the Jews,” Dr. 
Merari recalls. 


Then the PLO ruthlessty but me- 
thodically created the Lebanon ορ- 
tion between Beirut and Sidon, 
while Israeii public opinion was kept 
dormant by the relative quiet on the 
border. The Peace for lee war 
squashed the main PLO base in 
Lebanon and forced the PLO to 
scatter all over the Middle East. Op- 
erations mounted from distant sta- 
tions, such as Tunis, were difficult 
and generally failed. 


Left without a base close to Isra- 
el's borders, the PLO could think of 
no betier means to stay afloat and 
maintain its prestige vis-a-vis other, 
more radical, Palestinian 
than to renew international terror 
on a large scale.

Spontaneously? Any observer of 
the Middle East scene would be sus- 
picious of the spontaneity of orga- 
nized violence.

Beethoven's ‘Tenth’ pemieres 


A RECREATED version of Beetho- 
ven’s lost 10th Symphony was per- 
formed for the first time 161 years after 
the composer's death. The 500-bar, 15- 
minute work was premiered on Tues- 
day night at London’s Royal Festival 
Hall to a warm reception from the 
audience. 

Musical researcher Barry Cooper, a 
lecturer at Aberdeen University m 
Scotland, spent five years piecing to- 
gether the symphony's first movement 
from original fragments of the compos- 
ers manuscript and sketches discov- 
ered in Bertin. 

The symphony drew enthusiastic ap- 
plause, but some of the members of 


the audience later said the composition 
sounded i ie and lacked mo- 
mentam. “It was quite nice, but it was 


not big like the other works.” one ἢ 


concert-goer remarked. 

Music critic Anthony Payne wrote in 
The Independenr. “Cooper has been 
able to reveal fresh and fascinating 
things. The movement consists of a 
stormy allegro, fully worked out, which 
is inserted between extended slow sec- 
tions, movements in their own right, 
almost. 

“No other symphony attemps this, 
and at least one extraordinary ‘motif’ - 
grinding and clashing — has an authenti- 
cally new stamp.” (Reuter)

THE ISRAELI pianist Yefim 
Bronfman will be following in the 
footsteps of his Israeli colleagues 
Pinhas Zuckerman, Shlomo Mintz, 
Daniel Barenboim and others when 
he conducts the opening concert of 
the Israel Chamber Orchestra's “‘Is- 
raeli Aatists” series. 

This new three-concert series fea- 
tures only Israeli artists, some resi- 
dent here and others (like Bronf- 
man) living abroad. The second 
concert later in the season will fea- 
ture Arie Vardi as pianist and con- 
ductor, Yair Kless as violin soloist 
and Boris Berman on piano. The 
third concert will feature Shlomo 
Mintz as conductor and violin 
soloist. 

The concert conducted by Bronf- 
man will be devoted to works by 
Mozart. He will conduct Serenade 
No. 2 and, from the piano, will be 
soloist and conductor in two Mozart 
concerti, the Coronation Concerto 
and Concerto No. 24. 

Tashkent-born Bronfman came to 
Israel with his family in 1973 and 
studied piano with Professor Arie 
Vardi. His first U.S. concert tour 
was in 1975 when he played with the 
New York Philharmonic, conducted 
by Leonard Bernstein. He is cur- 
rently devoting much of his time to 
chamber music.

THE FIRST Soviet film to portray ἃ 
couple in the act of making love has 
created such a sensation in Moscow 
that the authorities have banned it 
from cinemas in the city centre. 

Malenkaya Vera (Little Vera) is a 
daraning depiction of ordinary Sovi- 
et family life in the provinces. But 
its frank political message is not 
what drew more than half-a-million 
people during the week it opened. 
They came for the frank sex. “The 
sex scene comes as 8 total shock; we 
have never seen anything like this 
before,” said a woman in her 50s. 

While the scene of Vera in bed 
with her lover Sergei is tame by 
Western standards, and to a West- 
ern eye far from the most shocking 
element of the film, it is clearly what 
has mobilized the masses to queue 
for hours in hopes of a ticket. 

At other cinemas around town, 
new documentaries on prostitution 
and homosexuality are drawing 
huge crowds and, like Malenkaya 
Vera, provoking an outcry among 
Soviet citizens scandalized by the 
breaking of yet another taboo. 

“Tt is a serious film which has 
created the scandal, although it is 
not scandalous in itself,” Lydia 
Gonyevskaya, an editor with Gorky 
Film Studios which produced the 
film, told the audience before a re- 
cent screening. She said Maria 
Khmelik, the film's 27-year-old au- 
thor, had written the screenplay in 
1983 -- “when you could not even 
type such things” — but the final 
product was untouched by censors.’

Even so, Gonyevskaya said, when 
the film was released it was allowed 
to play only in cinemas outside the 
Sadovaya ring road which encircles 
the heart of Moscow. 

Vera's story is one of alienation 
among contemporary Soviet youth. 
A brassy tee: who wears sexy 
clothes and talks back to her par- 
ents, Vera could be a girl from 
small-town America in the 1950s. 
But the film is set in Zhdanov, a 
Ukrainian industrial seaport where 
the bored youth have nothing to do 
and their rebellion intensifies in the 
heat of a steamy summer. 

Vera's listless life with her alco- 
holic father and uncomprehending 
mother changes when she mects 
Sergei at a dance. Police break up 
the gathering and the two escape to 
his room at a seamy workers’ hostel. 
She is shown emerging naked from 
his bed and returning to her family’s 
cramped flat. The brief but explicit 
sex scene comes later. 

At a recent showing of the film, 
total silence fell over the audience 
during the couple's love-making. 
But other scenes provoked a strong 
reaction. In merciless detail, the 


film dissects the cruelty of ordinary 
Soviet life. Vera, like most Soviet 
women, has no access to birth con- 
trol; she gets pregnant almost imme- 
diately. The couple marry, and Ser- 
gei moves in with Vera's family -- the 
only solution for most young Soviet 
couples due to the housing crisis — a 
violent hatred develops between 
Vera’s boorish father and the re- 
sentful young man. 

At one point, the young couple 
escape to the beach and Sergei asks 
Vera if she has any goals im life. The 
audience bursts into laughter at her 
dead-pan sarcastic reply: “In our 
country, Seriozha, we have only one 
goal ~ Communism.” 

Other startling scenes for a coun- 
try which has idealized family life 
and abjured violence and sex in 
films include the stabbing of Sergei 
by Vera's drunken father and Vera's 
subsequent suicide attempt. 

With rock ‘music blaring, the 
heroine, expertly played by Natalya 
Negoda, consumes her father's 
moonshine alcohol and dozens of 
tranquilizers.

THE SEAMY side of anti-Semitism — 
literary adaptations ail dealing with the 
past — was first seen at the Jerusalem 
Khan (Born Guilty), and now in Hai- 
fa.

dozen lesser roles. Everything a smash 
hit needs. except perhaps successful 
leads, and of course. an impeccable 
play. 

And both are crucial to a theme of 
this calibre, It deals with the sado- 
masochistic relationship between a Jew 
of rabbinic lineage and a depraved, 
decadent, daughter of Austrian aristo- 
crats. Their marriage is meant to alle- 
gorize the ghetto-liberated Jew's en- 
deavour to make the best of both 
worlds by immersion in the surround- 
ing Gentile society. It never succeeds, 
neither historically, nor, in the Haifa 
version, dramatically, though — and not 
for a moment do I deny it — it is great 
“theatre.”

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IT HAS BEEN called “unquestionably the 
most famous private residence ever built.” [ 
don’t know how much consideration Bruce 
Pfeiffer, the author of that remark, has given 
to Ronald Reagan's fairly well-known resi- 
dence. But since Mr. Pfeiffer is archives direc- 
tor of the Frank Lloyd Wright Memorial 
Foundation, his bias is understandable. 

No less enthusiastic judgements however 
come from the Forum of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, which in 1986 acclaimed 
Fallingwater “the most successful example of 
American architectural design,” while Vin- 
cent Scully, Sterling professor of art history at 
Yale University, declared that “Fallingwater 
bas always been rightly considered one of the 
complete masterpieces of twentieth-century 
Apparently endorsing these views are the 
more than one million visitors who have 
toured Fallingwater since it was opened to the 
public in 1964. We were among the first of 
those visitors to call at this extraordinary resi- 
dence, and this year we were again pleased to 
find Fallingwater as breathtaking as we had 
nearly a quarter of a century ago. 

Fallingwater is located in the middle of a 
rugged forestland near the hamlet of Mili Run 
and the Bear Run Nature Reserve, about two 
hours’ drive east of Pittsburgh along the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike. The house was commis- 
sioned in 1936 by Jewish merchant prince 
Edgar Kaufmann, a Pittsburgh department 
store owner noted for his discriminating taste. 

Kaufmann met Frank Lloyd Wright through 
his son, Edgar Jr., who was an apprentice to 
the Chicago master builder and later a distin- 
guished professor of architecture at Columbia 
University. Kaufmann told Wright how much 
his family enjoyed their wooded property and 
how they longed for a proper retreat there. 
The Kaufmanns envisioned’ a house that 
would look out at the most dramatic feature of 
the forest, a waterfall. The unconventional 
architect offered instead a house cantilevered 
right over the waterfall.

WRIGHT'S STARTLING concept in fact 
called for what would be the largest cantile- 
vered house of its time. The concept was to 
use ἃ huge boulder above the waterfall as the 
counterweight for concrete “trays” of living 
space that would jut out over the rushing 
water without any suspension whatsoever. 

The story is told that the local workmen 
who constructed the house were so doubtful of 
the design that, upon completing their work. 
they refused to take responsibility for remov- 
ing the scaffolding. They simply believed that 
once the wooden supports were removed, the 
entire structure would promptly slide away 
downstream. Wright, who had originally 
trained as an engineer, removed the scaffold- 
ing himself, and the house stood. 

Although they would later differ with 
Wright over a number of details, the Kauf- 
manns were enthusiastic about Fallingwater's 
overal] radical design. Construction took two 
years, with a guest house and quarters for four 
servants added in 1939. Total cost was 
$155,000, a not inconsiderable price in a De- 
pression era when construction workers 
earned between 55 and 85 cents per hour. The 
price included Wright's $8,000 fee. and 
around $4,500 for furnishings. 


By ai] accounts, the Kaufmann family got 
their money's worth in terms of enjoyment of 
the house, which they used for family gather- 
ings and for entertaining guests up until 1963. 
That year, house, contents and land were 
donated to the Western Pennsylvania Conser- 
vancy, a non-profit conservation organization 
that today administers the property. Edgar 
Kaufmann Jr., 87, still occasionally occupies 
the house, however, when Fallingwater is 
closed to visitors in winter. _ 5 

Guided tours, at a cost of 55, are arranged 
by reservation. Guests leave their cars in a lot 
by the Visitors Pavilion, which includes a 
child-care centre where for a small fee tod- 
diers may also be parked. The house is about a 
half-kilometre's hike through the woods. 
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‘Masterpiece’ for a merchant 


Fallingwater cannot be said to blend into 
the landscape, but Wright apparently made 
every effort to have it harmonize with nature. 
Its walls are made of locally quarried sand- 
stone and are exposed both inside and out. 
The cantilevered concrete trays and patio 
decks are painted a natural ochre. The thrust- 
ing horizontality of the design is repeated 
thematically in the stone ledges of the walls 
and even in the veneer of the cupboards. 

A touch of earthy colour is evident in the 
metalwork, which is in Indian red. Everything 


else is calculated to play down distinctions - 


between interiors and the great outdoors. 
Wraparound windows, for example, provide 
largely unobstructed views. with corners inge- 
niously designed without vertical window sup- 
ports. An open stairway leads directly from 
the living room down to a miniature dock over 
the falls. Mrs. Lillian Kaufmann reportedly 
wanted these steps eliminated, as they served 
fo utilitarian purpose, but Wright insisted on 
their inclusion, if only for the psychological 
link between dwelling and nature. 

Most of Wright's North Carolina black wal- 
nut furniture. including the many wall-length, 
foam-padded sofa trays, are built into the 
walls. All of the lighting is softly recessed, 
which was fairly innovative for the period. 
Most notably, the rooms are smallish and the 
ceilings are quite low; Wright said this was to 
stress the cave-like cosiness of the house, but 
observers point out that the diminutive archi- 
tect generally favoured low ceilings. 


THE LIVING ROOM, open dining area and 
kitchen constitute the lower tray of the house. 
The only deviation here from Wright's origi- 
nal plans are the antique Italian dining room 
chairs; Mrs. Kaufmann simply refused to use 
the ones Wright had designed, maintaining 
that they were unsteady on the slate floor. 
Wright retaliated by banishing Mrs. Kauf- 
mann's beloved tree-stump end tables, which 
he loathed. An example of both the Wright 
dining room chair and the stump tables are on

exhibit elsewhere in the house. 

The artwork in the house includes drawings 
by Diego Rivera (a close friend of Wright) and 
Picasso. Japanese block prints and pre-Co- 
fumbian pottery and sculpture. Bedside fur- 
nishings include Louis Tiffany lamps, while 
books in the study and elsewhere run to the 
order of Buber's For the Sake of Heaven, 
works by Abba Eban. and Harold Rosen- 
bere’s The Tradition of the New. Among the 
items on display in Edgar Jr."s room is a Bach 
manuscript. 

As the house is built against a hillside. one 
has easy access from the top level to a walk- 
way leading up to the guesthouse. The path is 
covered by a concrete canopy dramatically 
supported on only one side and described as 
an arch lying on edge. The guest house fea- 
tures a snug bedroom und a sitting room with 
metre-deep sofas. 


FALLINGWATER MAY BE an artistic tri- 
umph, but it is not without its maintenance 
problems. It requires painting every two vears 
or 50. and cracks continually appear in the 
concrete (the contractor is suspected of using 
damp insulating material). A tiny spring be- 
tween the puesthouse and the main dwelling 
tends to dribble into a hallway. Skylights leak. 
Heating requires a staggering 6.000 gallons of 
fuel oil per winter. 

Indeed. a conference of Frank Lioyd 
Wright building owners this past September at 
Fallingwater included a discussion on “Com- 
mon Wright House Problems,” which only 
indicates that no house is perfect, not even 
that constructed by a master builder. But for 
all that. Fallingwater after a half-century still 
looks and fecls like 2 masterpiece of function- 
ality and esthetics. 

Fallingwater is open from 10 a.m. to 4 daily 
except Mondays and national holidays from 
Apmnil to mid-November, and on weekends 
from January through March. No picnicking és 
permitted on the property, but adjacent state 
parks are ideal for both picnics and recreation.

THE TAX BURDEN

Insuring executives 


A recent internal directive from the legal department of the Income Tax 
Authority bas somewhat elucidated their stand on life insurance for a 
business's key executives. It would appear that the tax authorities hold that 
in the wake of a legal precedent on the matter, a company may deduct 
insurance premiums paid for a life policy where the person insured is vital 
to the company, meaning that his or her loss would endanger or harm the 


good-will of the 


y. Here, it is maintained, the policy is necessary in 


Order to safeguard the existing assets or good-will of the company. Where 
the person insured holds 10% or more of the shares in the company, the 
Premiums deductible are limited to certain fixed amounts. 

The directive also refers to the Shtetner case, where it was held that a 
partnership may deduct the premiums paid for insuring the life of a key or 
central figure in the partnership, including one of the partners, but excluding 
the relative proportion of the premium that represents the specific share of 
the parmer. For example, if a partner holds 8% of the partnership, then only 
92% of the premiums paid would be deductible. Where the partner owns 


more than 10% of the 


uity, then the premiums are not deductible in terms 


of Section 32 (10) of the Income Tax Ordinance. ᾿ 

In addition, the assistant commissioner of taxes and legal adviser to the 
tax authority points out that where the beneficiary is not the company or 
parmership, but rather the children, heirs or spouse of the partner or other 
key personnel, then the premium may not be deducted. In fact, where the 
partner is not active in the partnership, nor a key figure or a person whose 
absence would not cause damage to the good-will of the business, here, too, 
the premiums may not be deducted. Finally. the commissioner pointed out

ymenis: Turning to another, but frequently debated question, 
is whether husband and wife should be assessed for income tax separately. A 
judge in the Haifa District Court recently held that the general rule is that 
they should be treated-jointly. The exception to this rule is conditional on 
the wife's income arising from an independent source — that is not dependent 
on that of the husband - and that her income is from physical exertion 
(therefore excluding income from property rental, dividends, interest and 


such like). 


In this case the court held that the burden of proof is on the taxpayer, 
since this is a change from the general rule. The judge, in fact. stated that 
legal precedents generally have dealt very harshly on this question to avoid 
artificial transactions. Therefore, where the husband is a partner in a 
partnership, this generally precludes the wife from claiming a separate 
assessment for her income eared from the pastnership, even where the 


husband's share is minimal. 


It would appear that until a more liberal approach is adopted in the 
Income Tax Ordinance itself as to separate assessments of husband and 
wife, the courts will continue to interpret the law rather strictly in these 


matters. 


Tree and Fruit: Generally expenses incurred to avoid competition are 
considered to be capital (as opposed to revenue expenses), since such 
expenditures are of an ongoing, long-term nature.

In a recent case in Haifa, which the tax authorities consider to be an 
unusual and special case, the court held that expenses incurred to avoid 
competition over a very short period, and paid by a business as an economic 
necessity, may be deductible. The tax authorities, it would appear, have not 
taken kindly to this ruling and have adopted the stand that generally 
speaking expenses to avoid competition are not deductible. They contend 
that where special circumstances arise, such as those indicated in this recent 
Haifa case, these should be referred to the Income Tax Authority legal 
department and, hence, an attempt will be made at restricting the precedent 
set in this case to an absolute minimum.

‘Civil service pensions should be linked’ 


Civil service pensions should be 
linked to either the Consumer Price 
Index or the average wage, Hista- 
drut representatives told govem- 
ment officials at a meeting on the 
subject yesterday. 

At present the pensions, unlike 
those of the pension funds, which 
are linked to the average wage, are 
only adjusted in line with cost-of- 
living increment increases. Ephraim 
Jilont, deputy head of the Hista- 
drut's Trade Union Department, 
said later the government had prom- 
ised to consider this request. 

Jiloni added that the labour feder- 


ation also wanted to increase the 
range of pensionable salary compo- 
nents, such as overtime, bonuses up 
to 30%, telephone expenses and 
other salary extras. 

The trade union official pointed 
out that a majority of these compo- 
nents were pensionable under the 
Histadrut’s labour agreement with’ 
the Manufacturers Association.

The economist who 


helped rebuild France

STOCKHOLM - The theories of 
Maurice Allais, who won the Nobel 
Memorial Prize in Economic Sci- 
ence on Tuesday, helped rebuild 
France’s postwar economy. 

The son of a Paris shopkeeper, 
Allais developed formulas showing 
how big enterprises, particularly 
public ones, can keep an economy in 
balance by regulating prices and al- 
locating their resources. Allais, 77, 
did his major work in Nazi-occupied 
France during World War Il. In 
Search of an Economic Discipline, 
published in 1943, is 900 pages long. 
Economy and Interest, published in 
1947, runs 800 pages. 

“He is a giant in economic theo- 
retic analysis," said Assar Lind- 
beck, chairman of the awarding 
committee of the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Sciences. ‘“He’s been 
under consideration for a long 
time,” Lindbeck said. “It took a 
long time to investigate him because 
of the great volume and complexity 
of his works.” 

Trained as an engineer, Allais vis- 
ited the U.S. during the Great De- 
pression of the 1930s and turned to 
economics after seeing the poverty 
and unemployment there. “My mo- 
tivation when I was young was an 
idea of being able to improve the 
conditions of life, to try to find a 
remedy to many of the problems 
facing the world,” he said in Paris 
after hearing of the award. 

“That's what led me into econom- 
ics," he said. “I saw it as a way of 
helping people.” : 

“He was the mentor for everyone 
involved in the economy in postwar 
France between 1945 and 1968, all 
the people who were in charge of 
the biggest enterprises and lhe oe 

te planning a) tus,” jac- 
Sie ἢ "director or of the Ecole Na- 
tionale de Mines, where Allais stud- 
ied and taught. 


Little known outside France. Al- 
lais’s theories are expressed in com- 
plicated mathematical formulas. 
‘They lay the groundwork for sorting 
out the thousands of independent 
factors that go into marketing goods 
and services, such as how much a 
train ticket should cost. 

The idea was to keep supply and 
demand in balance, and, according 
to Allais’s theories, “it’s the govern- 
ment's role to organize this fair com- 
petition,” Levy said. 

In some ways, Allais’s work paral- 
lels that of U.S. economist Pau! Sa- 
muelson and Sir John Hicks of Brit- 
ain, both earlier Nobel laureates, 
the academy noted in announcing 
the prize. Indeed, Samuelson was 
once quoted as saying that if Allais’s 
earliest writings had been in En- 
glish, a generation of economic the- 
ory would have taken a different 
course. 


An officer of the Legion of Hon- 
or, Allais has published constantly 
since the war. He is credited with at 
least 36 titles, including studies in 
history and physics. In 1959, he ex- 
perimented with a pendulum of his 
own invention, conducting 220,000 
tests to show that earth's gravity is 
neither constant nor always oriented 
in the same direction. 

“He has a vitality which seems to 
continue all his life,” said Tord Gan- 
elius, secretary-general of the eco- 
nomics prize committee. ἐς 

The economics award is the only 
one of the six Nobel prizes not stipu- 
lated in the will of Swedish industzi- 
alist Alfred Nobet, who invented dy- 
namite. It was set up by the Bank of 
Sweden and first awarded in 1969. 
Fifteen of the 26 economics laure- 
ates have been from the U.S.

Funds for the well-provisioned 


The prime target of public sav- 
ings, in the dominant area of index- 
linkage, is the bank-operated saving 
scheme. But many people may do 
better in provident funds, and 
should not be swayed by the argu- 
ments of their bank branch counsel- 
lors to plump for savings schemes 
instead. 

Provident funds are long-term 
saving programmes available to ev- 
eryone. The basic rule is that a fund 
has to run for 15 years before the 
saver can withdraw any money, but 
for people who are 65 or older, that 
period ts reduced to only five years. 
During the saving period, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to break the 
scheme. 

Therefore, for people just open- 


ing a provident fund account, there . 


is usually little point in depositing 
large sums. The “seniority” that 
only time can bring has to be built 
up, while smalt monthly or periodic 
deposits keep the account ticking 
over, 


The provident fund comes into its 
own in three ways. One is that there 
are significant tax breaks for saving 
through this medium. These are not 
relevant to our subject, which is 
what to do with the one-time sums 
available from the bank share re- 
demption, because they depend on 
each person's tax status, income and 
other factors. ᾿ 


The other is that for le 
have built up 10 or il cy be 
Seniority, the provident fund is a 

ect competitor to the multi-year 
Saving scheme. And, for the many 
people who have accounts in which 
they already have 15 Years seniority 
or more, there are significant advan- 
tages over saving schemes.

Provident funds basically offer a 
degree of flexibility that the saving 
schemes cannot provide. Older peo- 
ple, who have the bulk of saving 
money in any country, have an even 
greater advantage in the provident 
fund versus saving scheme debate, 
because of their abbreviated saving 
period. ᾿ 

There is also a third advantage to 
provident funds, and this is even 
more pertinent for older people. Al- 
though we have noted that with- 
drawals are not allowed in provident 
funds, this is only true with 
to large, or one-off withdrawals. In- 
stead, the funds allow savers to take 
a regular monthly “stipend.” usual- 
ly of 0.5%-1% of the amount in the 
account, 85 a supplement to their 
income, or pension, or whatever. 


This comes, of course, at the ex- 
pense of the real interest accruing 
and, if it is more than 0.5% or so, οὗ 
the real value of the capital. In fact, 
ἃ saver can withdraw as much as 
1.5% or 2%, and then know that he 
is consuming his capital and that the 
account will be “eaten up" within a 
definite period. 


While it is true that there are sav- 
ing schemes, and even mutual 
funds, that offer “monthly income”. 
or dividends, these are — once again 
— much less flexible than the provi- 
dent fund arrangement, which al- 
lows the size of the monthly with- 
drawal to be expanded or 
contracted, or even cancelled alto- 
gether, at frequent intervals unlike 
the fixed saving schemes. 

As far as yields are concerned, 
provident funds cannot commit 
themselves to any specific rate of 
retum in the future. But, in prac- 
tice. because they invest over- 
whelmingly in government index- 
linked bonds with maturities of 12, 
14, and 17 years, they have a record 
of producing yields that have aver- 
aged 4%-6%, in real terms, and 
more recently their performance has 
improved rather than deteriorated. 

Although these yields cannot be 
guaranteed to continue, nor can 
those in other vehicles be predicted 
for more than the three- to four-year 
average life of saving schemes. If 
yields drop generally, this will affect 
all areas of saving. But provident 
funds will have at least benefited 
from having “locked in” high yields 
from previous years fer much longer 


periods than saving schemes run for. | 


Conversely, if yields should rise in 
the future, the new money flowing 
into provident funds will be invested 
at those higher yields, thereby rais- 
ing ia average return of the whole 

ind, 


The provident fund, therefore, is 
a well-tried and attractive vehicle 
for several quite large groups of sav- 
ers, and they should note that the 
current regulations allow savers to 
deposit NIS 50,000 per year per 
fund account within the framework 
of the “seniority” rules which makes 
the money available after 15 years, 
or when the saver reaches the age of 
65, whichever is the earlier.

He said banks had to finance a 
total of 200 million dinars worth of 
letters of credit over the next three 
months. 

Demand for foreign exchange 
would ease after that because the 
dinar’s effective devaluation would 


discourage imports, he said. 

Sawt al-Sha'b quoted Shukri as 
saying exchange rates would stabi- 
lize in the next three weeks. Banks 
would have to rely on their own 
foreign currency sources, not on the 
central bank. 

The dinar has lost almost 15% of 
its dollar value since the central 
bank aligned its rates with the free 
market on Saturday, and nearly 
26% this year. 

Shukri said the past three days 
had shown foreign currency was in 
supply, not just in demand as previ- 
ously. As supply increased, the mar- 
ket would find a new and stable 
balance. 

He said the dinar's recent instabil- 
ity was partly due to what he called 
gambling by housewives and other 
ordinary people. 

“Unfortunately, these small gam- 
blers are the biggest losers because 
they entered the market late and got 
out late. The professionals know, 
when to get in and get out.” Shukri 
said the central bank expected to 
complete studies on creating an ex- 
port credit guarantee institution by 
the end of the year. The government 
planned to set up a national export 
support fund, he added, without giv- 
ing details.

Other Asians 
do the jobs 
Japanese scorn 


TOKYO (Reuter) - Wei Li gradu- 
ated from Beijing University in 
1986, but 18 months later was dig- 
ging ditches in Tokyo. 

The 26-year-old Shanghai native 
had to leave his windowless room 
before dawn to get to the construc- 
tion site on time. The 10-hour days 
were gruelling and he was paid 5,000 
yen ($37 dollars) a day, less than 
half the amount his Japanese work- 
mates earned. “It is selling your 
strength like an ox," said Wei, who 
later found an easier job in a restau- 
rant. 

He forms part of a poor and often 
illegal immigrant Asian labour force 
flocking to Japan in record numbers 
to do jobs the Japanese scorn. 

Most of the migrants - from the 
Philippines, Thailand, Malaysia, 
China, Pakistan and Bangladesh — 
are lured by wages that seem like 
fortunes back home. In Tokyo, the 
world's most expensive city, they 
can barely live on them. « 

The number of foreigners known 
to be working illegally in Japan rose 
24% to a record 7,196 in the first 
half of this year from the same peri- 
od a year ago, according to Justice 
Ministry figures. 

“But there is an unknown poo! of 
roughly 50,000 to 100,000 unskilled

After 21 years of rule in the West 
Bank, Israel has still aot drawn up a 
comprehensive regional planning 
scheme that takes into account 
changes in the area's population and 
resources, says Dr. Meron Benven- 
isti, head of the West Bank Data 
Base Project (WBDP). 

“No priority has been given to 
collecting data that could serve plan- 
ning. It dvesn’t interest the govern- 
ment. After 21 years, regardless of 
the political party in power, this re- 
flects neglect that has no justifica- 
tion,” Benvenisti said. 

Benvenisti this week released his 
research group's latest study: The 
West Bank and Gaza Adas, pub- 
lished by The Jerusalem Post. The 
atlas was compiled by Benvenisti 
and Shlomo Khayat, a former chief 
planner of the Judea and Samaria 
Military Goverament, who in pri- 
vate practice has drawn up town- 
planning schemes for several West 
Bank Arab municipalities. 

The atlas includes maps and sta- 
tistics on such topics as Jewish and 
Arab population growth and distri- 
bution, infrastructure and transport, 
cultivation, town planning. and vari- 
ous Israel: political plans for border 
demarcation. 

In an introduction, Benvenisti 
notes that his attempts to collect 
data for what was to be a Land Use 
and Development Plan for the ad- 
ministered territories came up 
against “an astonishing lack” of offi- 
cial data. 

“Basic facts and figures, without 
which no planning project is feasi- 
ble, are nonexistent at best. mis- 
leading and biased at worst,” writes 
Benvenisti. “The authorities do not 
possess any population breakdown 
for West Bank cities and villages,

Danish Speaker concerned 
about Israel’s good name

Svend Jakobsen, the Speaker of 
the Danish Parliament, says that 
People in his country and in the 
Western world in general are con- 
cermed for Israel's good name be- 
cause of its handling of the uprising 
ip the territories. 

Jakobsen, 52, a Social Democrat, 
who is visiting as the guest of Knes- 
set Speaker Shlomo Hillel, said in 
an interview: “We are worried in 
Denmark when men, women and 
children die in clashes with Israeli 
soldiers. We don't like the idea of 
plastic bullets.” 

Stressing again and again his 
friendship for Israel and that his visit 
had buttressed his positive attitude 
further, the Danish Speaker said: 
“Leaders to whom I spoke here take 
ἃ position which they believe is best 
for Israel. I do not think they are 
sensitive enough to the criticism 
aired in Europe. They say that peo- 
ple who are sitting comfortably in 
Europe cannot know what Israel's 
true situation is; In part, they are 
right: but only in part. 

“It is important for Israel itself to 
maintain a high reputation. Your 
country is 2 strong country, but it is 
also a small country. In our worid it 


is difficult for a country which does 
not have friends, especially a small 
country,” he said. 

Asked whether Europe's post- 
ponement of the ratification of agri- 
cultural protocols on Israeli exports, 
just resolved, was anything more 
than a petulant gesture of rebuke, 
Jakobsen emphasised that the states 
of the European Community and 
the Council of Ministers had not 
shared the negative attitude of the 
European Parliament and had ac- 
tively prodded the European Parlia- 
ment to go ahead with ratification. 

Jakobsen met President Chaim 
Herzog, Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, and Vice-Premier Shimon 
Peres, and exchanged political views 
with Hillel as well as observations in 
the parliamentary sphere. “But you 
must understand that my visit has no 
political purpose whatsoever,” he 
insi 


isted. 

“With Shamir and Peres, one of 
the most positive impressions I 
gleaned was their assurance, each in 
his own way, that after the election 
the peace process will again move 
forward," he said. “Yours is the 
only democratic country in the re- 
gion and I am surprised how well 
your democracy functions,” he 
admitted.

12 at home. 

It was Howell's first appearance 
since October 8, when he was eject- 
ed in Game 3 of the National 
League playoffs for using pine tar on 
his glove, Howell was then suspend- 
ed for two days.

City’s image -- 
and business -- 
gets a boost 


OAKLAND {AP) - Oakland’s 
hopes of reaping big profits from 
World Series fans’ frenzied spend- 
ing at local hotels and restaurants 
may be overly optimistic. Where 
Oakland may score most is in brush- 
ing up its image. 

The Chamber of Commerce in 
Oakland, a city across the bay from 
San Francisco, predicted windfalls 
of up to $18 million - $6 million for 
each game the city hosts. Assistant 
City Manager Craig Kocian said 
that, by the time that money is spent 
and respent, it would generate at 
least $55 million for the region. 

“And that’s a real conservative 
estimate: more likely it means $90- 
100 million.” Kocian said. 

But those figures are disputed by 
some, who say restaurants will suf- 
fer because fans will either be at the 
ballpark chowing down on frank- 
furters and nachos or at home 
watching the games on television. 

EI Caballo restaurant manager 
Robert Guitron said that food busi- 
ness at his Jack London Square eat- 
ery was par for the course, but the 
bar was booming. 

“For some reason, people get 
more excited about beer and marga- 
ritas during the game than enchila- 
das,” he said. 

As of Monday night, hotels still 
had vacancies in Oakland despite 
earlier warnings of room shortages. 
Even the downtown Hyatt Regency, 
one of the semi-official Series head- 
quarters, had rooms available. But 
Joe Litjens, president of the Oak- 
land Convention and Visitors Bu- 
reau, said 98 per cent of the 2,800 
rooms used by the bureau were 
booked. 

The Los Angeles Dodgers were 
staying across the bay in San Fran- 
cisco at the hotel they used during 
the regular season. 

George Williams, Oakland's eco- 
nomic development director, said 
the city is eager for positive publicity 
to help dim coverage of its stagger- 
ing poverty and drug problems, 

Approximately one-fourth of the 
city’s 80,000 residents are poor; 
30,000 of those at poverty level are 
children. In its poorest neighbour- 
hoods, infant mortality rates range 
from 13-18 per cent, compared to a 
10 per cent national average. One in 
five residents receive some kind of 
public assistance and a third of its 
high school students never 
graduate.

The Jewish Agency and the Treasury yester- 
day dealt a crippling blow to the plan of Absorp- 
tion Minister Ya’acov Tsur to introduce a sys- 
tem of “direct absorption” next year. which 
would provide cash grants to all immigrants who 


did sot live in absorption centres. 


Mendel Kaplan, chairman of the Agency 
board of governors. last night announced an 
ment reached yesterday with the Treasury 

to delay the formal transfer of absorption ser- 
vices from the Agency to the government until 
April 1990. The agreement has not been fully 
approved by Tsur, who, according to his 
spokesman, insists on several conditions before 


he agrees to sign. 


The transfer of services to the Absorption 
Ministry was supposed to take place earlier this 
month, and the ministry had planned to intro- 
duce a comprehensive system of “direct absorp- 


tion” early next year. 


Instead, the Agency will retain responsibility 
for absorption centres and other services for the 
next 18 months. During this time. most absorp- 
tion centres are to be phased out or converted to 


hostels.

Agency officials could not say which absorp- 
tion centres will close over the next year and a 
half. It may take several months before pro- 
spective immgrants know what temporary hous- 
ing awaits them when they [and here. 

Officials of the Agency Aliya Department, 
who had planned on turning over the absorption 
centres to the government this month, were 
upset to learn that they would be responsible for 
running them for another 18 months.

MKs, like cabinet ministers, high- 
ranking civil servants and others 
linked to their salary arrangements, 
have been getting wage increases 
linked to the six-monthly rise in the 
average wage. 

Other salaried workers get adjust- 
ments linked in part to the increase 
in the cost-of living index. 

The House Committee decided 
that from now on MKs" wages would 


go up by the same rate and on the 
same date as those of ordinary wage 
earners. 

It also decided that it would set up 
a joint committee with the Knesset 
Finance Committee to study proce- 
dures for periodic adjustment of sal- 
aries for cabinet ministers and high- 
ranking civil servants. 

The Finance Committee, which is 
responsible for decisions on cabinet 
ministers’ and civil servants’ sala- 
Ties. is scheduled to meet today. 

Both Knesset bodies are acting in 
response to Sunday's cabinet deci- 
sion calling for a uniform system of 
wage increases reflecting the rise in 
the cost-of-living index only.
